NEW YORK, Oct. 29.—Pat Crowe, 
69 years old, confessed kidnaper of 
Edward J..Cudahy Jr., son of the 
millionaire méat packer, but acquit- 
ted of that crime, died today in 
Harlem Hospital.

Thursday after a heart attack in 
his furnished room in Harlem. 


Crowe, .erect despite his years 
drifted to New Tork's Bowery, 
“the port of missing men,” in re- 
cent years. He took the room in 
upper Manhattan about three 
months ago. 

He often visited a nearby police 
station, “talking shop” by the hour 
with the officers on duty. 

Hig only income wag an old-age 
pension. His only connection with 
his past was a pack of newspaper 
clippings, yellow with age, found 
in hig room. 


Crowe in Later Years Lectured on 
“Crime Does Not Pay.” 

AT CROWE, who early in the 

century was the most-sought 

criminal in the country, with a 

price of $50,000 on his head, in re- 

cent years had all but disappeared 
from the news. 

His notorious kidnaping of 18 
year-old Edward Cudahy Jr. in 
Omaha in 1900 was recalled at the 
time of the Lindbergh kidnaping in 
1932 and Crowe, who had turned 
reformer and lecturer, was ques- 
tioned by police after he predicted 
repeatedly from the lecture plat- 
form that the infant son of Col.

LADEBURG, Germany, Oct. 29,— 
Reichsfuehrer Adolf Hitler’s deputy

The colonial deputy, Gen. Franz 
Ritter von Epp, who also is ‘Gov- 
ernor of Bavaria, added: ; 

“Whether, when the actual mo- 


ment for bargaining for them 
comes, we shall show restraint is 
for the future to decide. If we do, 
then we shall demand compensation 


for whatever we don’t claim. 

“We will never attempt to solve 
the colonial problem by military 
force. Austria and Czechoslovakia 
were contiguous, while the colonies 
lie overseas. It will have to be a 
matter of negotiation and compen- 
sation. 

“When Hitler told Chamberlain 
at Berchtesgaden and again at 
Godesburg that the colonial ques 
tion remained as a problem, he 
officially opened negotiations.”

In this connection he mentioned 
the visit of Oscar Pirow, Defense 
Minister ‘of the Union of South 
Africa, to Lisbon, Portugal, and his 
projected trip to London. South 
Africa holds a mandate over Ger- 
man Southwest Africa, 322,400 
square mile territory second in size 
only to Tanganyika, of 370,000 
square miles, in the old German 
colonial empire. . 

Extent of Pre-War Colonies. 

Germany's pre-war colonial em- 
pire totaled about 1,130,000 square 
miles, more than 1,000,000 square 
miles of it in Africa. The colonies 
now are held by or mandated to 
Great Britain and its-dominions, 
France, Portugal, Japan and Bei- 
gium. Their total area is five 
times as large as that of Great 
Germany's 224,000 square miles. 

Gen. Von Epp spoke at the open- 
ing of a new colonial school here, 
the third devoted to furtherance 
of “the colonial idea.” 

He made it plain that Germany 
constantly must spread propaganda 
among Germans and natives liv- 
ing in the former German colonies

MARSEILLE, Oct. 29.— The dom-

The convention in another ac- 
tion, on colonial policy, asked the 
French Government “to reject en- 
ergetically” all colonial claims of 
a territorial type and “to limit pos- 
sible negotiations exclusively to a 
study of fair redistribution of raw 

als.” 

= unanimous show of hands 
the 2000 delegates adopted à reso 
lution on foreign policy which ex- 
pressed the convention's desire that 
the Munich accord mark the start 
of broader negotiations and friend- 
ship among Great Britain, Germany, 
France and Italy. 

The resolution added: 

At (the party) hopes that better 
relations between the four great 
Powers will permit the calling of 
an international conference at 
which, in accordance with the 
wishes of President Roosevelt, 
means of remedying the world’s 
economic disorder will be exam- 
ined.” 

Informed sources said they be- 
lieved the reference to “the wishes 
of President Roosevelt” was 
prompted by the widespread con- 
viction that the President of the 
United States seeks to cure the 
world’s ills by economic settlements. 

Speech by Herriot. 

Just before the resolution was 
adopted, Edouard Herriot, presi- 
dent of the Chamber, of Deputies, 
speaking extemporaneously, said, 
“We have all greeted with emotion 
and gratitude the messages of 
President Roosevelt.” 

This was a reference to the 
President's peace appeals last 
month before the four-Power Mu- 
nich conference settled the Ger- 

man-Czechoslovak crisis. 

Herriot cited the messages as # 
precedent for urging the United 
States to end its traditional policy 
of “disinterest” in Europe. He 
asked that President Roosevelt “ac- 
cord me a new audience and admit 
that peace demands more than in- 
ternational conferences—it demands 
a permanent organization.” 

Delegates supposed he meant 
“audience” in its more figurative 
sense, meaning that Herriot hoped 
his words would reach the Presi- 
dent. Herriot discussed the war 
debt situation at the White House 
in April, 1933. 

Although the Radical-Socialists 
formulated no specific invitation 
for American participation in Euro- 
pean affairs, today’s speéches and 
the resolution made plain that the 
party hoped that Washington would 
join in an eventual economic con- 
ference. 

Bonnet on Munich Peace. 

Georges Bonnet, Foreign Minis- 
ter, called for widespread econom- 
ic settlement in Europe as the sole 
way to a lasting peace and Her- 
riot asked the United States to 
participate in “the work of peace.” 

Bonnet characterized the peace 
of Munich as a good basis for re- 
construction of Europe and let it 
be known that France was ready 
to talk over economic arrangement 
of the continent with Great Britain, 
Germany and Italy. 

Herriot declared “the United 
States cannot longer disinterest it- 
self in a divided EKurope—recent 
events prove it.” 

Although long a champion of 
the League of Nations, Herriot 
said that it, with its “pacts, cove- 

nants and private treaties, is sunk 
beneath the waves and we are 
watching the shipwreck of interna- 
tional morale.”

should be designed to avoid the 
financial losses of the past and 
eliminate the creation of corpo- 
rate structures with “too little flex- 
ibility” to permit them to survive 
periods of depressed business,

In its report, printed in a 75-page 
booklet, the board reviewed the 
general railroad situation and said 
that “the unusual percentage of 
carriers now in receivership or trus- 
teeship . . . need not necessarily 
disturb one. It may, indeed, be de- 
sirable from a broad standpoint 
that the percentage should increase, 
provided only that the processes of 
reorganization will result in real 
and not makeshift readjustments.” 
The board said that no sacri- 
fices of note” would be necessary 
“to preserve values that already 
have been long dead and whose 
burial now is merely a matter of 
the proper amenities of finance.” 
Saying that the level of railway 
wages is not high in relation to 
the level in other industries, the 
board added that there had been 
no general movement to make wage 
reductions in other fields. 
Discussing testimony offered by 
railway labor spokesmen in opposi- 
tion to the reduction, the board 
cited their contention that the 
country’s carriers were “wasting” 
$1,000,000 a day and that this waste 
could be eliminated. The report 
said, however, that the elmination 
of waste would be a lorig-term prob- 
lem and “offers little in the way of 
immediate relief.” 


As to Quick Relief. 


Recalling that the carriers had 
contended they needed “quick fi- 
nancial relief,” the board acknowl- 
edged that improved financial pol- 
icy and similar proposals did not 
offer such relief. 
The board mentioned railroad fi- 
nancial reports showing that an- 
nual operating revenues of Class 1 
carriers had decreased from $6,- 
000,000,000 annually between 1921 
and 1930 to between $2,000,000,000 
and $3,000,000,000 a year in the 1931- 
38 period. 
“In 1929,” the report continued, 
“95.75 per cent of the railroads in 
point of mileage were operating 
with a net income, whereas from 
1931 to 1937 that ratid has never 
been higher than 61 per cent, 
“In 1932 it stood at 13.17 per cent. 
Both dividend rates and dividend 
payments have declihed, as has the 
market value of railroad securities.” 
The board said it attributed de- 
clines in income to numerous other 
factors besides the general drop in 
business activities. 2 
Chief among these Causes,” the 
report continued, “has been the 
rapid development of new and 
competitive means of transporta- 
tion. The private automobile, in- 
land waterways, the pipe line, the 
truck, the bus, the airplane—all 
have taken their toll.” 
The proposed wage reduction 
would cut about $250,000,000 annu- 
ally off the railroads’ gross wage 
payments, it has been estimated. 
“Problem Not Solved.” 
The members of the emergency 
board presented their report to 
Roosevelt during a 20-minute con- 
ference.

For years 
it has maintained commodious quar- 
ters during legislative sessions at a 
Jefferson City hotel where the wel- 
come mat was always in place when 
the right people arrived. There 
more than one law maker from the 
forks of the creek had his eyes 
opened to the magnificence with 
which the “big shots” from St. Louis 
do things. 

To convey officials of the com- 
pany, and their guests, to the lake 
resort or any other place where 
business calls or pleasure beckons, 
the company maintains a twin- 
engine Boeing transport airplane.

How and by Whom Money 
Is Allotted — Total of 
$2,185,671 Was Raised 
Last Year. 


‘The seventh annual United Char- 
ities campaign, opening Tuesday, 
will seek $2,495,170 for 87 Catholic, 


Jewish, Protestant and non-sectar- 
jan welfare agencies of St. Louis 
and St. Louis County. 

About 6000 volunteer solicitors, 
headed by former Mayor Henry W. 
Kiel as campaign chairman, will 
conduct the solicitation of funds. 
The campaign is scheduled to end 
Nov. 19. No other general campaign 
will be made by welfare agencies 
this year, but some have made or 
will make individual appeals for 
support. . 

Two more agencies than last year 
are participating. New agencies 
are Council House, St. Leo Center 
and the social service department 
of the St. Louis University hospi- 
tals. St. John’s Hospital and its 
clinic, counted as two agencies last 
year, are treated as one this time. 
Otherwise there has been no change 
in the participating organizations. 

Record of Previous Years. 

The campaign goal is $59,830 less 
than that fixed for last year and 
$104,830 less than that for 1936. 
However, only $285,671 was sub- 
scribed last year and $2,127,000 the 
year before. Included in the cur- 
rent goal are $2,085,976 for allot- 
ment to the member agencies and 
for campaign costs and $409,194 for 
the estimated 1938 deficit of the 
various agencies resulting from the 
failure to obtain the full amount 
of subscriptions sought last year. 

A reserve to cover pledges which 
cannot be collected because of death 
of the subscribers or other reasons 
must be set aside from the receipts. 
This probably will be $125,000. In 
addition, a deficit of $35,000 on col- 
jections must be carried over. The 

expenditures of the United Chari- 
ties last year were $2,140,475. 

Listed in adjoining columns are 
the participating agencies and al- 
locations to each by United Chari- 
ties for this year’s work from last 
year’s campaign receipts, aggregat- 
ing $1,961,429. Many of the agencies 
have other income, from endow- 
ments, fees or other sources; their 
income from United Charities is 
employed to meet the difference be- 
tween outside income and operat- 
ing expenses. 

Criticism by Church Leader. 

Recently some Protestant church 
leaders have criticised the methods 
used by United Charities to dis- 
tribute funds among hospitals. The 
principle followed by United Char- 
ities since its organization has 
been to give no money to institu- 
tions making a profit, regardless of 
the extent of their charitable work. 
Oliver F. Richards, banker, presi- 
dent of. United Charities, declared 
in a statement Wednesday that 
the criticism was a campaign of 
publicity in behalf of four hos- 
pitals not sharing in its funds 
Missouri Baptist, Deaconess, Lu- 
theran and Christian. Two of 
these, he said, showed a profit 
for 1937; one showed a deficit but 
did not seek United Charities mem- 
bership, and the fourth, also not an 
applicant, did not submit an au- 
dited report to the Chamber of 
Commerce. 

In 1936-38, one hospital, St. 
Anthony's, which is a member of 
United Charities, has not received 
money from this organization be- 
cause its income exceeded ex- 
penses, and its 1939 budget shows 
no need for this help, Allotments 
from United Charities are based 
on the amount necessary to make 
up the difference between the to- 
tal expenses of the agency and its 
income from other sources. 

How Fund Is Distributed. 


The amount each agency receives 


is determined annually by a vol- 
unteer Budget Committee of 21 
members, which scrutinizes de- 
tailed budgets of all the agencies.

he was never arrested on a crim- 
inal charge, though he appeared 
in an occasional police court for 
drunkenness. 

Born on a farm in Scott Coun- 
ty, Ia., in 1869, of honest and re- 
ligious Irish immigrants, he attend- 
ed country schools and went for a 
while to Creighton College, Omaha. 
He left school at the age of 16 and 
learned the trade of butcher in a 
South Omaha packing house. It 
was here he made his first mis- 
step, pocketing sums which should 
have gone to his employer. 


After he was caught stealing and 
discharged he broadened his crim- 
inal field, taking part in several 
successful robberies. In 1889 he 
was caught in a pawnshop and sen- 
tenced to six years in the Joliet 
(II.) prison. Pardoned after 17 
months, he returned to his criminal 
career, this time specializing in 
safe cracking with an organized 


gang. 

After a train holdup near St. Jo- 
seph, Mo., in which the gang es- 
caped with loot from an express 
car, he was a in Milwaukee, 
Wis., returned to St. Joseph and 
sentenced to three years in the Jef- 
ferson City penitentiary. 

Kidnaping of Cudahy. 

The Cudahy kidnaping, the apex 
of his lawless achievements, which 
he later confessed, was planned by 
Crowe in a partnership with a 
train conductor. They decided the 
son of the wealthy packer was a 
likely victim, particularly: because 
they felt certain the elder Cudahy 
would pay a ransom promptly 
rather than risk harm to his son. 

Young Cudahy was abducted near 
his home early in the evening a 
week before Christmas and placed 
in a rented room in a cheap section 
of Omaha. Crowe tarew a note in 
the yard of the Cudahy home and 
telephoned Cudahy to look for it 
there. The note demanded 325, 
000 in gold, on pain of the son’s be- 
ing blinded with acid, and directed 
Cudahy to take the money over a 
designated route on country roads 
to a spot marked by a lantern, 


Without consulting police, Cud- 
ahy followed the directions andgre- 
turned to his home. Taree hours 
later his son was iet out of the kid- 
hapers’ buggy within six blocks of 
his home, after an absence of 30 
hours. 

Crowe was identified as the kid- 
naper a short time later, but was 
successful in evading capture. until 
1905, when he gave himself up in 
Butte, Mont. Cudahy had offered 
a $50,000 reward for his apprehen- 
sion and police of every city in 
the country had participated in the 
futile search. 


However, he had a way of ap- 
pearing mysteriously at various 
places, making himself known and 
then passing out of sight just as 
mysteriously. Once, in 1902, he 
sent word to an Omaha reporter, 
arranging a secret interview. He 
gave the reporter a full confession 
and said he wanted to return and 
take his medicine. However, he 
changed his mind and gain disap- 


Crowe later told of his travels 
throughout the country and even 


participated in the Boer War. He 
was the subject of countless news- 
paper feature stories and his elu- 
siveness became almost a legend. 

Acquitted Despite Confession. 

When he finally surrendered and 
was returned to Omaha, a crowd of 
10,000 persons met the train and 
not a few cheered him as he was 
taken from the station. At his 
trial he was identified by several 
witnesses and the jury was shown 
a letter ne had written to a Cath- 
olic priest, containing a full con- 
fession of the crime. 


However, he was acquitted by 
the jury, which was said to have 
been influenced by publie feeling 
against Cudahy for importing Jap- 
anese and Negro labor into Omaha. 
There was a storm of indignation 
over the verdict by Omaha news- 
papers and civic organizations, and 
vigilante action was threatened 
against the jurors, 

Nevertheless, an attempt to send 
Crowe to prison on a charge of 
shooting a policeman in a street 
fight in Omaha several months be- 
fore his surrender, also failed and 
by the end of the year he was a 
free man. 

In 1919, when he was asked in an 
interview why he had turned re- 
former, he said, “If I can do this 
for.the men who are going to go 
wrong after my time, Tul have pela 
up for all the harm I did. Pat

Moreover, a serious effect 
of this competitive situation has 
been to produce in many instances 
rates which are based on the pres- 
encé, or absence of competition 
rather than rates which are the 
“just and reasonable rates that 
should otherwise obtain.” 
“Maintenance,” the report states, 
“has naturally suffered as net rall- 
way income declined. The mainte- 
nance situation is described as one 
of ‘continued skimping.’ Purchases 
of materials and supplies have also 
lagged behind earlier years.” 
The report observes that the rail- 
roads have made efforts to cut 
their operating expenses. “Locomo- 
tives with more power, heavier 
rails, better grades and better road- 
beds have all contributed to improv- 
ing the productivity of the railroad 
plant,” the report states, adding 
that “this board cannot, of course, 
pass any judgment upon the ques 
tion of whether the management of 
the roads, considering the limits of 
their resources, has kept pace as 
rapidly as it should with the pos- 
sibilities of improving productivity 
and service to the degree that sci- 
ence and invention during these 
years have made feasible. Opinions 
upon such a subject naturally vary 
and find expression too frequently 
from those whose want of informa- 
tion is no barrier to their desire 
to generalize.” 

While the funded indebtedness of 
che roads, in relation to total in- 
vestment, has fallen, the amount 
of money going to pay fixed charges 
has increased.

earnings are adjusted to the United 
States Bureau of Labor Statistics 
“cost of living” index, the average 
weekly earnings of 333.78 in 1938 
would have 44 per cent more pur- 
chasing power than the $31.64 had 
in 1936, 17.7 per cent more than 
the $26.10 had in 1935 and 25.7 per 
cent more than the $32.07 in 
1929. The carriers conclude that “a 
movement ef over 25 per cent in 
real purchasing power of weekly 
earnings in a period of nine years 
is a most unusual movement. 
This advance of 25.7 per cent in 
real wages within nine years has 
taken place at a time in our history 
when other things have not been 
pursuing a normal upward course. 
In 1929 all things in general turned 
down. But in the face of that gen- 
eral depression we find these real 
earnings per week of railway em- 
ployes showing this extraordinary 
rise contrary to all other trends.” 
‘he Defense Presented by Employes 
Railway labor, according to the 
report, recognizes the unfortunate 
present plight of the railroads and 
their need for relief. They differ 
with the roads, however, as to the 
reasons for this condition.. While 
recognizing the effect of forces 
such as competitive means of trans- 
portation and the relocations of in- 
dustries, the employes feel that the 
present difficulty arises in part 
from unwise financial practicés in 
thre past, overcapitalization, the bur- 
den of fixed charges, and excessive 
and unwise .dividend distributions 
during prospe years, the conse- 
quences Of which, they state, should 
not be imposed upon labor in the 
‘form of a demand for lower wages.

Argument for Present Wage. 
Fourth, the employes assert that 
the present wage scale is justifi- 
able becauge of the increased pro- 
ductivity of railway labor and the 
increased responsibility that it is 
now required to assume, They as- 
sert that during the last 17 years 
there has been a steady decrease 
in the number of employes per 
mile of track operated, in the num- 
ber of hours worked per mile of 
track operated, and in the total 
compensation of employes per 
mile of track operated.

the employes insist, justifies their

In some of 
the proposals that have been ad- 
vanced, the public interest seems 
not to have been fully appreciated. 
It must be remembered that it is 
this third party that in the last an- 
aylsis supports the entire struc- 
ture, for the railroads exist for the 
public and not the public for the 
railroads.”

necessarily disturb one. It may, 
indeed, be desirable from a broad 
standpoint that that percentage 
should increase, provided only that 
the processes of reorganization will 
result in real and not makeshift 
readjustments. No sacrifices of 
note need be asked for to preserve 
values that already have been long 
dead and whose burial is now mere- 
ly a matter of the proper amenities 
of finance. 
“Short Term Aspect.” 

“We have thus far dealt with the 
problem from the standpoint that 
the carriers’ inability to pay is 
characterized by a short term as- 
pect. To date it is so.. The em- 
ployes emphasize the fact that an 
upturn in the volume of business 
has already taken place... . Nat- 
urally, we cannot rest our conclu- 
sion merely upon a prevalent but 
possibly unwarranted optimism. It 
may, indeed, eventuate that operat- 
ing revenues will fail to return 
within a reasonable period to 1937 
levels or thereabouts.” 

If the occasion should arise for 
the carriers to reduce wages, the 
board believes it would be well for 
them to consider these drawbacks 
of wage reduction upon a horizont- 
al national scale: (a) the failure 
of such a proposal to distribute the 
benefit of the savings to the need-. 
jer roads; (b) the fact that a hor- 
izontal wage reduction falls alike 
upon all classes of labor, upon the

“Wage Level Not High.” 

“Examination of the data above 
detailed leads us consequently to 
the conclusion that the level of 
wages of railway labor is not high 
when compared with wage levels in 
ether industries. Nor do wage 
trends show that railway wages 
have advanced proportionately 
greater than wages in other indus- 
tries, Instead they seem to show 
a slight lag, though on the other 
hand, they show greater resistance 
to decline than wages in other in- 
dustries.

The 
organization has made enough post- 
ers to place one in each ammuni- 
tion dealer’s store in Cole County 
in their campaign to save at least 
seven birds in every covey for 
breeding purposes.

Coming Seasons. 

A thumbnail review of the com- 
ing open seasons and bag limits is 
as follows: 

QUAIL—Nov. 10 to Dec. 31, inclu- 
sive; daily bag limit, 10; possession 
limit, 15. 

SQUIRREL—Season (opened July 
1) closes Dec. 1; bag limit, 10. 

RABBIT—No closed season; no 
bag limit (until further order of 
the commission). 

DUCKS AND GEESE—(Opened 
Oct. 15) closes 4 p. m. Nov. 28; bag 
limit, 10 in the aggregate of ducks, 
not more than three canvasbacks, 
redheads, buffleheads or ruddy 
ducks, or three in the aggregate of 
the species. 

FURBEARERS — Season opens 
Nov. 15, extends to Jan. 15; no bag 
limit; fur shippers must observe 
Federal regulations. 

DEER AND TURKEY—No sea- 
son this year for deer or turkey 
shooting, by order of the Missouri 
Conservation Commission. 

FISHING—Fishermen have one 
more day, tomorrow, to try their 
lures on the wily trout; the season 
closes tomorrow night.

Look Before Shooting. 


„Lock before you shoot” is a 
suggestion for a duck hunter's 
slogan promulgated by Director I. 
T. Bode of the Missouri Conserva- 
tion Commission. That's because 
wood duck may not legally be shot 
under any circumstances while four 
ducks, formerly on the closed list, 
may be killed only in limited quan- 
tities. These are the bufflehead, 
canvasback, ruddy duck and red- 
head. 

In a Conservation Commission 
bulletin Mr. Bode suggests the fol- 
lowing identification features to 
help hunters in “looking before 
they shoot”: 

WOOD DUCK: Makes whistling 
sound, has faltering flight, weaves 
head as it flies. Male crested 
head, brilliant coloring of blue, 
green and purple with white 
stripes; female white streak 
through and hebind eyes, back 
olive-brown with green glossiness. 

BUFFLEHEAD: Small, stocky 
and has swift-moving wings, dis- 
tinguished in flight for conspicuous 
white patches on wings. Male, 
white on sides and breast, blue 
green and purple head with white 
band from eye to eye across back 
of head. Female, whitish patch on 
each side of head, throat and under 
parts grayish brown, belly white. 

CANVASBACK: Distinctly white 
on body and base of wings; long 
bill gives appearance of long neck 
and head; one of largest and swift- 
est of waterfowl. Male, dark red- 
dish brown feathers on head and 
neck, upper parts are white with 
finely. waved narrow black bars. 
Female, much like the redhead ex- 
cept head and neck have more 
brown. 

REDHEAD: Generally flies low 
over. water, similar to canvasback 
without conspicuous white or long 
neck, dished forehead. Male, en- 
tire head and neck covered with 
rich chestnut colored feathers 
which give bronze-like reflections. 
Back is white crossed with fine

when the quail season opens Nov. 10 for a 5i-day period. Covies are 
reported large and numerous especially in sections south of the Missouri 
River in the foothills of the Ozarks.

What Ails the Pup. 


Editor of Outdoors: I have a 
young bird dog (pointe) about six 
months old and he refuses to re- 
trieve and also will not hold birds 
long enough in a point. Can you 
tell me how to force him to retrieve 
and how to make him hold birds 
longer.” 

“BERNARD HOEVELKAMP.” 

You are a bit impatient with your 
pup. Most trainers prefer to wait 
until a dog is approximately a year 
old before starting serious training. 

Asa B. Wallace, chairman of the 
board of the Missouri Field Trials 
Association, suggests that you may 
teach the dog to be steady on point 
by using a 50-foot check rope. 

You can have some one hold the 
rope when the dog makes a point, 
while you move in to kick the birds 
out. Keep the rope loose while 
the dog is approaching the birds. 

When you move in, the rope 
should be tightened and when the 
birds get up, check the dog, gently 
but firmly so it will know what you 
mean. Don't let the rope be a drag 
on the dog, however, or it will dis- 
courage it. 

Many trainers would be delighted 
to have a six-month-old pup do as 
much as yours is doing, and would 
not think of putting a check rope 
on a dog so young. 

As to retrieving, Wallace says he 
has had results by making a game 
of it. Play with the dog, by throw- 
ing a ball, or a glove, or a duck 
wing. 

Teach the dog to be under com- 
mand, to stop when you call 
“whoa.” When it picks up the ball 
or glove or wing, call it to you. 

Forcing an older dog to retrieve 
is a difficult thing, requiring un- 
told patience, whereas a pup picks 
it up naturally. 

Don't expect your dog to acquire 
too large a vocabulary. If he un- 
derstands “whoa,” and “fetch,” he's 
a long way toward a diploma.

BOON TO BUILDING 


Demand From Newlyweds Ex- 
pected to Sustain Home 
Construction Revival. 


By the Associated Press. 

NEW YORK, Oct. 29. — Since 
1932 Cupid has run up a long lead 
over home builders, and that is one 
reason why business prophets think 
construction revival will carry on 
from the gains made this year. 

Students of building cycles, al- 
ways close observers of the mar- 
riage and divorce rates, figure 
there has been a net increase of 


5,774,000 in new families formed 
since 1932, representing the excess 
of marriages over divorces. 

In the meanwhile, they point out, 
only 1,149,000 new dwellings were 
constructed. 

Hard times kept newly weds liv- 
ing with the old folks, doubling up 
with other families or in cramped 
quarters where in more prosperous 
years they would have gone in for 
spacious living in individual homes 
and larger apartments. 

The building industry, now show- 
ing the most pronounced surge in 
home construction since 1929, has 
set out to catch up with Cupid, 
confident that a tremendous un- 
filled need for residential space 
has accumulated. 

Once young couples find their job 
security and incomes improving 
with the rising business curve, an- 
alysts suggest, thousands of them 
will become active markets for 
new homes. 

How big is the accumulated defi- 
cit in housing is variously estimat- 
ed. However, some time ago Pres- 
ident Roosevelt said from 600,000 
to 800,000 new dwelling units should 
be constructed annually to meet 
“normal” losses, allow for popula- 
tion growth and to make up the 
deficit during the years of abnor- 
mally low building since 1931. In 
the interval the additions to hous 
ing facilities have ranged from less 
than 100,000 family units annually 
in 1933 and 1934 to about 300,000 
last year. 

The uptrend in residential con- 
struction recently lifted activity 
about 50 per cent above the 
comparable level a year ago. 

Indicative of the charecter of e 
demand lying dormant, housing ex- 


perts say, has been the response 


to the liberalization of FHA in- 
sured mortgage terms last winter. 

The greatest activity under FHA 
guarantee, it was noted, has been 
in the single family dwelling priced 
at $6000 or less. It was this type 
of building the FHA rules were 
designed to stimulate most when 
the down payment was dropped to 
10 per cent on mortgages of $5400 
or less,

TOO MUCH REGULATION, 
SAYS ROSCOE POUND 


Talks to ‘Investment Bankers 
Who Vote to Urge Tax 
Revision. 


By the Associated Press. 
WHITE SULPHUR SPRINGS, 
W. Va., Oct. 29.— The Investment 


Bankers’ Association of America 
ended its four-day convention today. 

Concern over the increased regu- 
latory powers in Washington was 
expressed by Roscoe Pound, for- 
mer dean of the Harvard Law 
School, who told the final session: 
“Today zeal to regulate by rules 
is carried as far in one direction 
as zeal to leave everything unreg- 
ulated was carried half a century 
ago. . . . The outcome of excessive 
regulation must be bureaucratic 
control of business, presupposing it 
incompetent to conduct itself, di- 
rected toward an ultimate condemn- 
ing of businéss not merely to regu- 
lation but to abolition.” 

Jean C. Witter, of the San Fran- 
cisco investment firm of Dean Wit- 
ter & Co., taking office as new 
president of the association, in the 
concluding address pledged his ad- 
ministration’s efforts to the job of 
reviving the investment banking 
business, a task .“so close to the 
crux of our biggest national prob- 
lem.” 

He said it was important to be 
certain “we are not working at 
cross purposes with others who are 
just as eager as we are to get the 
machinery of new financing start- 
ed,” particularly with the Securities 
and Exchange Commission, which 
will supervise the new self-regula- 
tory body of over-the-counter in- 
vestment firms, numbering 6000, in 
contrast with only about 1400 mem- 
bers of organized stock exchanges, 
already under SEC supervision. He 
continued:

Resolutions adopted by the con- 
vention included two dealing with 
Federal taxation. The first praised 
the action of the last session of Con- 
gress in all but doing away with 
the undistributed profits tax, and 
urged further revision of the tax on 
capital gains (profits from sale of 
investments or property) as a stim- 
ulus to investment. 

The second resolution favored the 
elimination of tax exempt provisions 
of Federal and municipal bonds, 
but opposed any method of accom- 
plishing this, save by amendment 
to the Federal Constitution.

HAT happens when the moun-

when the King and Queen of En- 
gland, in their royal progress across 
Canada, detour to Callendar to see 
their wards, the Dionne: quintu- 
plets. .

With a twinkle in his bright, sharp 
dark eyes, the quints’ brisk little 
“doctaire” said that despite this 
inverted situation, the little girls 
will curtsy to their majesties ex- 
actly as if they were being re- 
ceived by George VI and Queen 
Elizabeth at Buckingham Palace. 

The children, who'll be 5 years 
old on May 28, are being groomed 
in the niceties of the curtey, not 
the easiest exercise in the world 
for pudgy, fat little legs. 

“I can only hope they won't for- 
get,” the doctor said with a pious 
chuckle. 

But the King and Queen must 
polish up r French if they ex- 
pect to on any protracted 
conversation with the greatest nat- 
ural phenomena of the Western 
Hemisphere. 

“The only language they speak 
is French,” Dr. DaFoe said. “I 
want them to have a thorough 
grounding in nch before they 
begin on English.

“I've lived for years amogpg

shown great interest in any and

nitures. The consommes—call them 
as you wish, beef broth or chicken 
proth—took many hours to make to 
bring them up to the point of stock. 

To my way of thinking, the qual- 
ity of the stock is the base which 
u going to make a good soup or a 
poor soup. After the light or dark 
stock was clarified, we had the 
base from which many varieties 
could be developed. Gelatine was 
never used in Rector’s in the prep- 
aration of cold consommes. There 
was no occasion for it. 

In making the beef stock there 
was an over abundance of meat and 
bones, and so it was in the number 
of fowl that were boiled to prepare 
the chicken stock or consomme. 
Naturally, the stock would, when 
cooled off and placed in the refrig- 
erator, jell of its own accord.

@ ON MANY OCCASIONS I have 
given my definition of a perfect 
meal (providing, of course, you do 
not come to the table with a Rocky 
Mountain appetite). It is a goodly 
quantity of good soup, a salad, a 
dessert and beverage. Don't you 
think that rounds out a satisfying 
meal? 

Consomme, when garnished with 
various bits of diced meat, vege- 
tables or royales (egg custard), 
takes on an interesting character. 
Consomme should be of good 
strength, so let’s start with that 
recipe: 

Three-pound fowl, three-pound 
knuckle of veal, two pounds bottom 
round and marrow bones, six quarts 
cold water, three sprigs parsley, 
two sprigs marjoram, two sprigs 
thyme, one-half bay leaf, three 
cloves, 10 peppercorns, one table- 
spoon salt, one medium-sized onion, 
sliced; one-half cup carrots, diced; 
one-half cup celery and leaves, 
sliced. 

Have fowl drawn but do not cut 
it up. Cut veal beef into small 
pieces. Put whole fowl and veal 
into soup kettle; cover with cold 
water and let stand while you pre- 
pare the beef. Scrape the marrow 
from the bones into a hot frying 
pan, add cut pieces of beef and 
brown on all sides. Add browned 
beef and bones to soup kettle and 
bring very_slowly to the boiling 
point. Reduce heat to minimum 
and simmer five hours. Add vege- 
tables and seasonings and simmer 
two hours longer. Strain, cool, re- 
move fat and clear with white of 
egg before serving. Fowl may be 
used for chicken salad or sand- 
wiches.

@ FINELY CHOPPED raw lean 
beef or white of egg is the medium 
employed for clearing consomme or 
soup stock. The albumen in either 
will coagulate the tiny particles, 
causing them to precipitate to the 
bottom. Since white of eggs is all 
albumen, we will use that. When 
consomme has been strained, cooled 
and all fat removed, the desired 
quantity is measured into another 
saucepan. To each quart of cold 
consomme you will add the white 
of one egg which has been slightly 
beaten with one tablespoon of 
water. Break the shell into small 
pleces and add that, too. Bring the 
consomme to boiling point, stirring 
constantly; let boil for two or 
three minutes. Remove from fire 
and let stand for 15 minutes. Strain 
through double thickness of cheese 
cloth. Can be served as a clear 
consomme or a garniture can be 
added. 

Now this is what I mean by va- 
riety in consomme: 


CONSOMME ALFREDO 
Into each plate of hot consomme 
add one poached egg and sprinkle 
top with grated Parmesan cheese. 
Egg must be carefully poached in 
hot water, then drained and added 
to consomme. 


CONSOMME ROYAL 

@ THE EGG CUSTARD is to be 
prepared several hours in advance, 
as it must be thoroughly cold be- 
fore cutting into dice. To be made 
as follows: Slightly beat the yolks 
of three eggs, add one-third cup of 
consomme, a few grains of salt and 
& tiny pinch of nutmeg. Pour into 
a small buttered baking dish, place 
in pan of hot water and bake in 
moderate oven until firm. Cut cold 
Custard into small dice of either 
one-quarter or one-half inch. The 
important thing is not the size of 
the dice but the precision in cut- 
ting. Have these small royales as 
alike as peas and add eight or 10 
to each plate of hot consomme. 


CHICKEN GUMBO 

Six cups consomme, one-half cup 
sliced okra, one-half. cup diced 
Chicken (white meat only), one- 
fourth cup diced cooked ham, one 
cup canned tomatoes, one-fourth

Screening Room Becomes 


Center for Foreign Films 


Small Theater at 3143. Olive Street Exhibits 
Several Types of Programs, One of Which 


ls Series of Famous Movies of Past. 
HE showing of foreign films and those of special appeal, which 
TT « veer ago was the basis of « de luxe venture at the Shady Oak 

Cinema in Clayton, this year has become centered in the activities 
at the S’Renco Screening Room, operated in the same building with the 
R-K-O film exchange at 3143 Olive street. 

There, for the winter months and perhaps longer, three types of 
exhibitions are foreseen. Ruby S’Renco, operator of the Screening 
Room, will present foreign films occasionally on his own account, will 
show the series of famous films which the Film Group has obtained 
from the Museum of Modern Art in New York, and the Russian pic- 
tures sponsored from time to time by the Vanguard Book Shop. 

The immediate bookings are “Tender Enemy,” from France, which 
S’Renco has set for Nov. 12, 13 and 14, and the second of the Film Group’s 
programs, consisting of “The New York Hat,” with Mary Pickford and 
Lionel Barrymore; “The Fugitive,” with William 8. Hart; “The Clever 
Dummy,” a Mack Sennett comedy, and “A Fool There Was,” featuring 
Theda Bara, on Nov. 10. The Vanguard Book Shop plans to bring “The 
Childhood of Maxim Gorky” to the Screening Room in early December 
and “Pughashev,” Russian historical film, at a date afterward. 

S’Renco, who for some 15 years has been projecting pictures for 
the exchanges in the section of Olive street known as Film Row—the 
blocks from 3000 to 3400—began public exhibition last summer with 
La Maternelle“ and week before last showed “Man of Aran” and “The 
Wave” on the same program. 

The present Screening Room, which has been in use a little over 
a yeax, is a thoroughly modern theater, with standard equipment, seat- 
ing arrangement and air-conditioning, for a maximum of 120 per- 
sons, Operation is necessarily on a much smaller scale than it was at 
the Shady Oak Cinema or in several earlier experiments. 

It has been demonstrated again and again that foreign films, at 
least the better foreign films, have a considerable following in St. Louis. 
The Shady Oak, organized on an elaborate scale, showed 12 foreign 
films last winter and two of these—"“Mayerling” and Club de Femmes” 
—were good money-makers, playing two weeks each in the 650-seat 
theater. Even with the overhead involved, the theater’s operators, 
Fanchon & Marco, were sufficiently optimistic to try to get a more cen- 
trally located house for foreign films operation, but could not. 

UMPING all ventures together, St. Louis has seen more than a fair 
L proportion of the foreign films issued in the talking-picture era. In 

1931 and 1932, the T. M. H. A. sponsored 16 foreign films as a part 
of its cultural program and showed product ranging from Italian to 
Japanese. The World Theater, on Delmar boulevard near Grand, showed 
foreign films briefly during the same period, “Two Hearts in Waltz 
Time” was successful at the American Theater and “Be Mine Tonight” 
at the Grand Central. Both these were foreign language films, Brit- 
ish pictures, of course, enter into commercial exhibition at the big first- 
run theaters on an equal footing, or almost equa] footing, with Holly- 
wood product. 

German House has from time to time presented outstanding Ger- 
man films and other nationalistic centers have brought films of their 

particular homelands to the city. The Vanguard Book Shop, which de- 
rives a part of its support from the 
Communist organization in the city, 
has presented such films as “Bee- 
thoven Sonata,” “Baltic Deputy” 
and “Gypsies” at the Bridge Thea- 
ter, in North St. Louis, and in the 
last six months, showed “Peter the 
First,” “Lenin in October” and “The 
New Gulliver” at the Screening 
Room, The Communist party in St.

Pianist Will Perform 
One Concerto Friday, 
Another on Saturday | 


OR his two appearances with 
the St. Louis Symphony Orches.

Sergei Rachmaninoff, distinguished 
Russian composer-pianist, has asked 
to perform two different works — 
his own First Concerto at the Fri. 
day afternoon concert and the Bes. 
money First Concerto on Saturday 


unusual departure from the — 
tra’s practice of presenting iden 
tical programs for the two con 
certs and is the only such case on 
record here, so far as can be dis 
covered. The pianist, who usually 
has been heard here in his own 
works, sought opportunity this time 
to give also his interpretation of 
a great Beethoven work. 

Program numbers for the orches« 
tra by itself will be the same for 
each concert. Conductor Vladimir 
Golschmann has selected the Over. 
ture to Mozart’s opera, “The Elope- 
ment From the Seraglio,” never be 
fore performed by the orchestra, 
and SBerlioz’s choreographic sym- 
phony, called “Symphonie Fantas. 
tique.” 

The Rachmaninoff concerto also 
will have its premiere presentation 
here. Rachmaninoff wrote his 
First Piano Concerto when he was 
a student in Moscow and it had its 
world premiere when he was 13 
years old. 

The work also was his first pub- 
lished composition. He revised it 
in 1917. No new thematic material 
was introduced but the original 
subject matter was freshly devel- 
oped and the instrumentation re 
cast. Rachmaninoff played the new 
version with the Russian Sympho. 
ny Orchestra in New York, Jan, 
28-29, 1919. The score was dedicat. 
ed to the composer’s cousin and 
teacher, Alexander Siloti. In all, 
Rachmaninoff has written three 
piano concertos. 

This one is in the 
three movements. The first move 
ment begins impetuously with the 
solo instrument introducing the 
chief subject, a song-like theme, in 
a brief cadenza. The second move 
ment is romantic in melody, while 
the finale is capricious, restless and 
complex in its rhythmical trans 
formations. 


HE Beethoven piano concerte 
Tras not been played at the or- 

chestra’s concerts since the 
1926-27 season. This concerto was 
actually the composer’s second, as 
the so-called “Second” was written 
about four years earlier. The 0 
Major or “First” Concerto was per- 
formed on March 29, 1795, with 
Beethoven as soloist. 

Beethoven's First Concerto dix 
closes a remarkable maturity of 
content and treatment. There is 
an abundance of bold and striking 
themes in the first movement, yet 
evidence of all the Mozartian qual- 
ity of phrase. In the second move- 
ment the characteristic quality of 
pathos is followed by a humor al- 
most of gaiety, while the finale 
has a joviality that borders on a 
certain mood of peasant hilarity 
in which Beethoven was fond of 
indulging. One of the most strik- 
ing qualities of the whole work is 
the abandon of rhythm in the last 
movement, 

The Mozart opera, “The Elope 
ment From the Seragiio,” was the 
composer’s first opera with a Ger- 
man text. All of his operas are in 
the Italian spirit. He wrote it in 
1781 and the story centers around 
two lovers, Constance and Belk 
mont. 

The Berlioz symphony has been 
presented in choreographio form 
by the Ballet Russe de Monte Carlo 
on appearances with the orchestra. 
It is one of the most descriptive 
musical works ever created.

HE ceremonies attending the 
beatification of Mother Francés 
Xavier Cabrini, the final 

leading up to possible canonization 

of the Italian-born nun who spent 

17 of her 28 years in this country

Hamilton’s New President Says 
“In Living, Intelligence Is 
Not Enough.” 


By the Associated Press. 

CLINTON, N. T., Oct. Ham- 
fiton College’s new president, Dr : 
W. H. Cowley, said today a college 
is “more than a mind factory.” 

In an address at ceremonies at- 
tendant on his inaugural as the col- 
lege’s eleventh president, Dr. Cow- 
ley declared in favor of an educa- 
tional program that would stress 
the development of the student as 
“whole personality.” “I align my- 
gelf,” he said, “with the traditional 


British-American philosophy of 
education that the purpose of the 
college is the training of the whole 
student, not of his mind alone. It 
is my deep conviction that in edu- 
cation and in living intelligence is 
not enough.” 

Dr. Cowley expressed opposition 
to the “philosophy of intellectual- 
ism,” of which he said Dr. Robert 
M. Hutchins, president of the Uni- 
versity of Chicago, was the “chief 
present day exponent.” 

“Intelligence is not enough,” Dr. 
Cowley said, “because thinking is 
only part of living; because stu- 
dents come to college not only to 
train their minds but also for the 
enrichment of their lives as peo- 
ple; because college youths need 
the advice and direction of mature 
and experienced adults who under- 
stand their probleme. 

„ „ „Society,“ he said, “expects 
not only intelligence from college 
graduates but also civilized atti- 
tudes, matured emotions and culti- 
vated character.” 

Dr. Cowley, 39 years old, ‘was 
called to Hamilton from Ohio State 
University, where he had been a 
member of the faculty since 1929, 
Among those present at his induc- 
tion into office were: Owen D. 
Young, chairman of the board of 
the General Electric Co.; Dr. Wal- 
ter Jessup, president of the Carne- 
gie Foundation; Dr. Thomas J. 
Mangan, chancellor of the board of 
regents of the State of New York, 
and Alexander Woollcott, essayist 
and critic, and an alumnus of Ham- 
ilton. Presidents of more than 30 
colleges also attended, including Dr.

| saw a curious man.” Two days later he 
made a point of hearing the Austrian speak, 
chatted with him a few minutes, and reported 
to his wife: “I have found the leader of Ger- 

an liberation.” The date was 1922. Twelve 

ears later he wrote of Hitler: “From the 
moment I first saw and heard him, I belonged 
o him body and soul.” 


Heaven's Gift to Hitler. 


If Hermann Wilhelm Goering thus found a 
chieftain, he in turn proved for Hitler a gift 
allen from heaven. Not only was he National 
Socialism’s earliest recruit from the haughty 
officer-corps. He was also a resounding hero, 
Germany’s No. 3 war ace. When 25 years old, 
de had succeeded to the most glorious honor 
attainable by a German airman, that of com- 
# manding the late Baron Manfred von Richthof- 
Sen's Pursuit Squadron No. 5. From Kaiser 
Wilhelm in person Goering had received the 
highest military decoration of Prussia, the ri- 
and and star of the order, Pour le Merite. 

Capt. Goering, aged 29, inaugurated his 
service to the cause by organizing the parent 
Jeompany of Hitler’s Storm Troops. If Dr. 
Paul Joseph Goebbels is today the Fuehrer's 
tongue, General Field Marshal Goering is his 
thunderous right fist—Air Minister and Com- 
mander-in-Chief of the Air Force, Prime Min- 
ister of Prussia, President of the Reichstag,

The trim athlete of 1922 has swollen to a 
Monster of prodigious girth, weighing one- 
tenth of a ton.

MEXICO CITY. 
HIS is the battlefront of bitter economic 
T warfare. On one side are the big oil 
companies, British and American, with 
resources.in every corner of the world; on 
the other side is the Government of Mexico. 
The immediate stake is Mexico’s vast oil re- 
serve and the industry that foreign capital 
built up to exploit it, but on the outcome 
depends a great deal more than that: the 
future of Mexico’s program of nationalization 
of land and resources and the stability of the 
Cardenas Government turn in a large measure 
on this conflict; and the role the United 
States is to play in Latin America—the se- 
curity of an American investment of three to 
four billion dollars—will depend in no small 
degree on what happens here, as well as the 
future of United States trade with Mexico 
and Latin America, the latter a consideration 
of supreme importance. 
Behind the immediate claims that for the 
moment dominate in this conflict are the war- 
ring ideologies of Fascism and Communisni, 
Striking even deeper, perhaps, is the jealous 
rivalry of world Powers for vital oil re- 
sources, Germany, Italy and Japan want Mex- 
ico’s oll, the oil that Britain and America 
have shared. It is no secret that the Fascist 
Powers are making rapid commercial inroads 
all through Latin America,

President Cardenas Stand 
and Oil Companies Charge. 

President Cardenas, in his exclusive inter- 
view with the Post-Dispatch on Oct. 13, an- 
nounced that Mexico was willing to arrange 
immediate terms of payment for farm lands 
expropriated from American owners, which 
Secretary of State Hull has valued at $10,- 
000,000; but he reiterated the stand his Gov- 
ernment has consistently taken: that the oil 
companies defied the fundamental law of Mex- 
ico, not only the labor code but the Constitu- 
tion itself, and that therefore they must ac- 
cept the consequences, Spokesmen for the oll 
companies reply that expropriation was illegal 
and the whole conflict part of a conspiracy 
to nationalize a basic industry that was owned 
outside the country. 

Here on the battlefront the final outcome 
appears to be still in doubt. The oil men are 


gloomy; Government officials, when they are

candid, concede that the final result is by 
no means certain. It has raged, this fierce 
economic warfare, for more than a year, be- 
ginning with disagreement over a trade union 
contract which in turn led to the dramatic 
day last March when President Cardenas with 
the stroke of a pen expropriated the indus- 
try and returned hundreds of millions of dol- 
lars in oil reserves to the public domain. 

That act brought the struggle into the 
open. The oil companies declared a blockade 
against Mexican oil which has extended all 
over the world. Some months earlier they 
had started a flight of capital from the coun- 
try which resulted in a money stringency and 
a rapid rise in prices. 

While there are no immediate casualty lists 
in this war, it is none the less stern. The line 
of hunger and privation draws tighter as the 
Government seeks a way out of a serious fi- 
nancial crisis. Living costs have zoomed 
sharply upward. Wage gains of recent years 
have been nullified. In several sections pro- 
test strikes are threatened, Agricultural pro- 
duction has been upset by various factors, one 
of them shortage of credit to finance com- 
munal farms. Considerable food stuff must 
be imported this year. The peso has gone 
from 3.60 to the dollar to approximately 5 and 
the Bank of Mexico has issued no financial 
statements for the past six months. 


Government Holds Its Own, 


Sells Oil Despite Blockade. 

But despite all this the Government has 
thus far held its own. Mexican oil has got 
through the world blockade. In fact, accord- 
ing to an objective American source, the Mex- 
ican Government has received nearly $1,000,- 
000 in eash from the sale of expropriated oil 
through one deal alone, most of it going to 
Germany. Total receipts from oil add up to 
$5,000,000, a large part of this, it is believed, 
still in the form of barter credits on ‘which 
there has been little transfer. Only last Thurs- 
day the Government announced that it had 
contracted to sell several million dollars 


worth” of oil to an Italian firm, Azienda Gen- 


erale Italiana Petroli of Rome, and to Roy 
Fisher’s Argo Oil Co. of Detroit. Mexican 
Treasury officials believe the deficit at the 
end of the current year will be very small 
and they are confident they can hold the peso 
at its present level. 

As in ordinary warfare, propaghada plays 
an important part. There have been blasts 
and counter-blasts until it is difficult to de- 
termine the facts. This is particularly true

Wealthy Mexicans are loud in their criticism 
of President Cardenas for having frightened 
away needed foreign capital, they say he 
should have shown more caution, they insist 
that Mexican resources cannot be exploited 
without American aid; but they add that for- 
eigners must not be permitted to Skim off 
the cream as they have done in the past. 


One of the wisest men 1 talked to in Mex- 
ico was Professor Manuel Gamio of the Na- 
tional University, a world renowned ethnolo- 
gist. To this profound student of civilizations, 
past and present, the expropriation of the oil 
industry was a symbol af the end of Mexico’s 
colonial period. The abolition of Spanish rule 


in 1810—“ independence“ — meant merely a 


change in political forms, a surface change, 
since the basic wealth remained in the hands 
of. foreigners. The land was held by the 


‘Spanish or by Creoles who spent most of 


their lives abroad, French, Germans, Amer- 
icans and. British acquired the mines and the 
oil and they developed the industries. So Mex- 
ico remained a colony in the broader sense, 
the nature of its government depending large- 
ly on the kind of government that prevailed in 
the great and powerful neighbor to the North. 
More than any other “ism,” in the view of 
Professor Gamio—he has no connection what- | 
soever with the present government—na- 
tionalism is responsible for what is happen- 
ing here today. 


Mexico for the Mexicans’ 


Not an Isolated Phenomenon. 


It is significant that the Catholic. clergy, 
presumably on order of Archbishop Luis -Mar- 
tinez, preached. sermons in favor. of the oll 
expropriation.

To put the situation conversely, if the Re- 
publicans lose the Pennsylvania elections this 
year they will have to revise completely their 
1940 strategy, because if they can’t regain 
Pennsylvania with their old-time tactics they 
haven't much chance. in other states. If the 
Democrats lose the State, the repercussions 
‘will carry to Washington immediately, and 
eventually to the 1940 Democratic presiden- 
tial convention.

This is a politicians’ battleground and bate 
tle.

Back of the Earle 
Jones slate is a clique of ambitious men, each 
of whom is fighting for domination and 
scarcely concealing dislike and often hatred 
of his colleagues.

The business of furhishing food, drink and fun to 
the ‘men elected to make the laws of Missouri has 
been carried on through a subsidiary. known as the 
Union Zlectrie Land ‘and Development Co., capital- 
ized at only $10,000. This corporate midget, how-

by Union Electric. There are several advantages 
in this corporate split personality. For one thing, 
the subsidiary, not being a public utility, is not re- 
quired to file financial reports with the Public Serv- 
ice Commission, so how it spends its money is not 
a matter for public examination. 

In the course of his duties, Mr. Funk was called 
upon to approve expenditures for purposes far re- 
moved from the business of making and distributing 
electric power. He had a habit which greatly an- 
noyed the company’s chief lobbyist, Vice-President 
Albert C. Laun, and Vice-President Frank J. Boehm, 
of refusing to place his approval on expenditures that 
smelled badly. Mr. Funk objected to Mr. Laun’s ex- 
pense accounts and passed them on to his superiors. 
He objected to handsome legal fees paid to a se- 
lect group of influential lawyers, annually retained 
by the company. 

Mr. Funk thought the company should confine its 
activities to the power business and should stay out 
of the political business. For this effrontery, he 
was cashiered. 
It is ironical that official exposure of the Union 
Zlectric's subterranean activities in the State of Mis- 
souri should stem directly from the discharge of a 
faithful employe who, after 20 years’ service, had 
worked himself into the position of vice-president. 
Yet so boldly of late has the Union Electric pur- 
sued its extra-curricular activities that it was only 
a matter of time before it came a cropper. 

The sitnation we have here is certainly nothing 
new or novel in the American scene. Alliances be- 
tween business and politics exist throughout the na- 
tioh. In many states, Governors and legislators are 
so subservient to powerful corporate interests that 
it may be said that the states are governed, not by 
their elected officials, but by the will and whim or 
their corporate masters. 

While the full implications of Union Electric’s 
participation in Missouri politics remain to be dis- 
closed, it takes no keenness of discernment to un- 
derstand why Messrs. Egan, Boehm and Laun are 
such generous hosts. Meanwhile, as zero: hour ap- 
proaches and the detailed story is in preparation, 
shudders of apprehension are rippling the spines of 
many of our lawmakers and public officials who 
have feasted at Mr. Egan’s Lucullan board. 
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SUCCESS FORMULA. 

A British visitor, after a tour of this country, 
wrote down his impressions a dozen years ago in a 
book called American Soundings.” John St. Loe 
Strachey was the name In his chapter on the 
prohibition phenomenon, the following shrewd and 
prophetic observations are found: 


After what I have seen in America, I feel that 
the very best thing that could happen to me on 
my professional and commercial side would be 
to be prohibited.

This was not the Evelyn John St. Loe Strachey 
whose exclusion from the United States is at present 
in the news, but his late father, former editor of 
the Spectator and a respected figure in British jour- 
nalism and public life. As we noted the other day, 
Son John’s exclusion has indeed sent up his new 
book's “circulation by leaps and bounds.” The Stra- 
chey formula for literary success wasn’t fulfilled by 
the father, but his heir is going to town with it. 
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UTILITIES JOIN IN NATIONAL DEFENSE. 

The theory that armament expenditures are a 
stimulus to permanent national recovery, commonly 
held abroad, is fallacious, as has often been pointed 
out. One important phase of this country’s new de- 
fense program, just announced at Washington, is 
truly constructive, however, and without danger of 
adverse reaction after its completion. 

We refer to the announcement by 12 big utility 
companies that they will join with the Government 
in a two-billion-dollar program over the next two 
years for expanding the output of electrical power. 
The purpose is to increase power facilities in 
strategic war material producing centers over the 
country. If, as the people ardently hope, these facil- 
ities are never needed for military purposes, they 
will still be a national asset for the uses of peace. 
Utilities replacement and expansion in many cities 
have been lagging since 1930, so that definite inade- 
quacy of facilities has resulted. The new plan will 
enable construction to catch up with present and 
future needs. 

Of immediate importance, too, is the impetus the 
program will give to heavy industry, which has been 
far behind the procession in the measure of general 
recovery in the last few years. Both investment out- 
lets and additional employment opportunities should 
be welcome results of the step. 

The refreshing spectacle is afforded of co-operation 
between the Government and the utilities, too often

the point of settlement. The past 


months have been full of tension 
and uncertainty. The President 
has deeply resented attacks. on 
Mexico in American magazines and 
newspapers, attacks which he be- 
lieves were inspired by the oil com- 
panies. The Hull notes—the rancor- 
ous atmosphere surrounding the 
controversy—have stirred a marked 
anti-American feeling. But now 
Cardenas has yielded on the issue 
that Hull has made a matter of 
high moral principle, immediate 
terms offered for payment for the 
land. 

Agrarian Reform Paramount. 

“There could be no compromise 
on the question of agrarian re- 
form,” Cardenas says. “That is 
why we have decided to pay Amer- 
ican owners, although this is in vio- 
lation of an old principle of Mex- 
ican law,,the principle of non-dis- 
crimination. Distribution of the 
land is the basis for our new sys- 
tem in Mexico and we could not 
surrender that, 


“The fact is that Mexican land 
owners have more or less resigned 
themselves to expropriation. Re- 
sistance from Mexican sources has 
all but ceased. The agrarian pro- 
gram is in response to armed revo- 


jlution on the part of the mass of 


the people. The Constitution com- 
pels the distribution of land so long 
as there are villages without land. 

“But we place a very high value 
on friendship with the United 
States. We are willing to make 
sacrifices to keep that friendship. 
We are willing to make the dis- 
crimination between Mexican citi- 
zens and citizens of the United 
States rather than stop the agra- 
rian program.” 


Oil Land on Different Basis. 


On the issue of oi] expropriation 
(which will be discussed in detail 
in tomorrow’s article), however, 
the President makes a sharp dif- 
ferentiation. The oil companies, as 
he sees it, went against the funda- 
mental law of the country, first 
in refusing to abide by the wage 
arbitration fixed by the National 
Board of Conciliation and, second, 
in resorting to diplomatic appeals 
on the basis of their foreign own- 
ership, contrary, in Cardenas’ in- 
terpretation, to a fundamental 
clause in the Constitution of 1917. 
Therefore, he says, the Government 
will never restore administration 
of the oil properties to the com- 
panies. 

“We have offered to pay them 
with a part of production from the 
wells,” Cardenas says, “but they 
have refused even to discuss this. 
The relationship between the peo- 
ple and their government may 
change, but the attitude of the oil 
companies never changes. The Gov- 
ernment has repeatedly invited the 
compafiies to come to an under- 
standing so that they could be 
guaranteed payment with a part 
of production—up to 60 per cent 
of export production but regard- 
less of this they have begun a cam- 
paign of propaganda against the 
Government which makes it more 
and more impossible for them to 
come back to Mexico to administer 
their properties.” 

President Cardenas says he is 
convinced that foreign capital will 
make large future investments in 
Mexico, and on Mexico's terms. 
That is they will abide by Mexican 
law in general and in particular 
they will respect the broad labor 
code that is based on Article 123 
of the Constitution. They will be 
Mexican corporations and under 
the terms of the Mexican Constitu- 
tion they will not appeal from 
Mexican law to any other govern- 
ment because of foreign ownership. 
Foreign investors have made prof- 
its in Mexico in the past, he de- 
clares firmly, and they will make 
profits in the future. 

„It is wrong to take the oil ex- 
propriation as a precedent,” Car- 
denas says. “Expropriation in that 
instance was forced by the attitude 
of the companies. The other com- 
panies understand how to work 
with the Government and with the 
trade unions, Their attitude will 
determine the attitude of the Gov- 
ernment in the fature, without any 
regard to precedent. 

“Tt seems to me wrong, too, to 
argue that expropriation of the oil 
companies by Mexico will be taken 
as a precedent in other Latin Amer- 
ican countries. Again the attitude 
of other countries will depend on 
the attitude of the companies.” 

American Business Men Bitter. 

In everything that the President 
and the men around him say is 
the implication that a new era for 
Mexico has begun. American busi- 
ness men, particularly those with 
long experience here, insist there 
is nothing new in the present re- 
gime. In this insistence is an ex- 
traordinary bitterness. There are 
exceptions, of course, but most 
Americans in business here — oil 
men, mining men, lawyers—are bit- 
ter not only toward the Cardenas 
Government but toward the Roose- 
velt administration. While they 
talk freely, and violently, they will 


not talk for publication, for fear, |

they say, that they will be next in 
line for expropriation or worse, 
They see the present government 
as domimated by graft and bribery, 
entirely in the pattern of the past. 
They look -upon expropriation of 
agrarian lands and oil resources as 


merely another opportunity for “big 


shot” politicos to enrich them- 
selves. They are convinced Mexi- 
cans cannot operate large-scale 
farms or major industries on 4 
democratic-syndicalist basis. They 
freely predict the collapse of agri- 
culture and industry under the new 
system. 

In other words, they regard the 
Mexicans as incapable of conduct- 
ing the large enterprises of a mod- 
ern state. They intimate this at 
the same time that they express 
what is often obviously a genuine 
affection for the simple people they 
employ in their mines and fac- 
tories; but as children, of course— 
children who will inevitably be ex- 
ploited by one set of masters or 
another. While they do not quite 
say it, they regard themselves as 
kindly exploiters who do not expect 
too much of their workers. One 
important executive said frankly: 
“If we couldn't pay low wages, 
then we just couldn’t operate here, 
for they can’t turn out the work.” 

Hull, Roosevelt, Daniels. 

Regarding the official attitude 
which the United States should take 
toward the Cardenas Government 
American business men in Mexico 
also think alike. This is the focus 
of their bitterness toward the 
Roosevelt administration. The State 
Department has failed thus far to 
act in the familiar pattern of stern 
father toward recalcitrant child. 
Hull, Roosevelt and Ambassador 
Josephus Daniels each comes in for 
a share of the blame. 

One thing on which virtually all 
Americans in Mexico agree is the 
hold the Cardenas Government has 
on the country. Only through some 
positive action by the United States, 
they agree, will the present regime 
be removed from office. Even 
though the Roosevelt administra- 
tion pointedly stopped buying silver 
direct from the Bank of Mexico 
after the oil expropriation, the 
United States continues to import 
metal from Mexico—$1,955,720 in 
silver and $1,446,395 in gold in the 
month of September—and this reve- 
nue is more or less vital to the 
Mexican economy. 

Pressed to say what he hopes for 
from the United States the Ameri- 
can business man here replies with 
something like this: 

First, let them withdraw recogni- 
tion and take Ambassador Daniels 
and his staff out of here. Stop the 
silver purchases if necessary. The 
present Government will fall quick- 
ly enough then. No government in 
Mexico can ever get along without 
the United States. There are plenty 
of opposition forces waiting for a 
nod from the United States. 

What American business spokes- 
men here fail to add is that it 
probably would be necessary to fi- 
nance an opposition move with 

ms and money. 

Those who are more violent, or 
perhaps more candid, go so far as 
to talk about annexation. The only 
way we can savé American invest- 
ments, these extremists say, is to 
take over the country. 

These Voices Ignored Thus Far. 

In the past these same voices 
have had no little influence on 
American diplomacy. Thus far in 
the present crisis they have been 
ignored and for several very good 
reasons, 

To begin with, Hull and Roose- 
velt, having preached the “good 
neighbor” philosophy of Latin- 


American relations, would now find- 


it very difficult to take a “strong 
stand.” This has given the Mexi- 
cang a diplomatic advantage which 
they have not hesitated to use. 

Second, President Roosevelt and 
his Secretary of State have a 
realistic understanding of the im- 
portance of United States’ trade 
with Latin-America which would 
certainly be jeopardized by a 
“strong stand.” 

Third, there exists in the States 
a new kind of public opinion based 
on a sympathetic knowledge of 
Mexico and the Mexican people; 
often combined with a strong iso- 
lationism which opposes any “med- 
dling” on behalf of American in- 
vestments abroad. 

But while the advice of Ameri- 
can business men in Mexico has 
been ignored, and there seems at 
this writing little chance of any- 
thing remotely like intervention or 
even interference, the bitterness en- 


gendered has nevertheless made it 
difficult to get an idea of what is 
actually going on. It is hard to see 
the forest for the highly controver- 
sial trees in the immediate fore- 


ground, , 
Cardenas’ Objective. 

Perhaps nothing like the task 
that Lazaro Cardenas undertook 
when: he came into office four years 
ago has ever been attempted before. 
Certainly nothing liké it hag ever 
been tried on this continent. His 
objective is to move a feudal peo- 
ple up four centuries in time, and 
that in a few years; to convert a 
feudal state, based largely on a 
primitive agriculture, to modern 
industrialism, mass production with 


factory but also on the farm. The 
only parallel is Russia, where, also, 
an effort is being made to move 
from ‘a feudal agricultural economy 
to a balanced industrial society in 
a generation. 

Cardenas set out to do this, in 
contrast to Russia, by the demo- 
cratic method, without recourse to 
the wholesale bloodshed that has 
been the common practice of so 
many Mexican rulers. Thus far 
Cardenas has executed no political 
enemies. To measure his achieve- 
ments to date against his over- 
whelming ambition is one thing. To 
measure what he has done along- 
side Mexico’s abysmal poverty, 
disease and ignorarice is to get a 
fairer picture. In other words, a 
Mexican and not a United States 
yardstick must be used. 

Candid men in the Government 
make no pretense that Mexico has 
been transformed in the past four 
years. The human materials essen- 
tial for carrying out Mexico’s Six- 
Year Plan were inherited from the 
troubled past. There is graft today 
but almost everyone agrees that 
it is probably less than at any 
time in the past. (The President 
has just ordered an investigation 
of the part his own brother, Da- 
‘maso, played in connection with 
contracts for the Mexico-Guadala- 
jara highway.) Responsible per- 
sonnel to carry out the Govern- 
ment’s far-flung tasks has been 
woefully lacking. The shock of 
transition from the hacienda, the 
big feudal estate, to the communal 
farming system has seriously upset 
production. 


Nevertheless— 


Nevertheless, say these same 
candid Mexicans, look at what 
we have done in spite of all this: 
Twice as many peasants own their 
own land as ever before; labor or- 
ganized jn strong trade unions with 
minimum work standards estab- 
lished in law; thousands of new 
rural schools where no schools ever 
existed before; new mills and fac- 
tories, many of them under worker 
control; a rapid increase in the use 
of shoes and other manufactured 
goods; and, for the time being cer- 
tainly an achievement—solvency. 

While various phases of the Gov- 
ernment program will be analyzed 
in subsequent articles, this is the 
proper place, since it is primary, to 
look at Government finances. 

Through 1936 and the first part 
of 1937 a phenomenal prosperity 
prevailed in Mexico. It was this, 
according to objective observers, 
that led the Government to over- 
expand its public workg program. 
Railroads were projected to Cam- 
peche and Yucatan. The rich La- 
guna region, where cotton and 
wheat are cultivated intensively on 
irrigated land, was divided up and 
the farm credit bank advanced 
from 50,000,000 to 60,000,000 pesos 
to communal farmers with little 
chance of any immediate return. On 
a wide front / the Government ex- 
tended its activities. It was this 
fact of over- expansion which made 
the situation all the more serious 
when the oil companies began to 
take their capital out of the coun- 
try in September of last year. 

Flight of Capital. 

According to an objective Amer- 
ican source, about 90,000,000 pesos 
were removed from the going fi- 
nancial system through the flight 
of capital and the hoarding of me- 
tallic coin within the country. Be- 
cause of the limited scale of Mex- 
ico's finances and the small circu- 
lating medium, this was a serious 
loss. To offset this the Govern- 
ment has in recent weeks been 
issuing new money, in amounts suf- 
ficient to fill out what had been 
hoarded, enabling buying and sell- 
ing to go on, but these amounts 
were not large enough, according to 


labor-saving devices not only in the 


marked inflation, Business showed 
a slight pickup in August and again 
in September. To counteract the 
advantage exporters would other- 
wise have enjoyed after the peso 
was allowed to fall from 3.60 to 
5 an export tax of 12 per cent was 
applied. 

To offset the financial pinch re- 
sulting from the flight of capital 
the Government dug into the Bank 
of Mexico which, like the Bank of 
England, is under Government con- 
trol. On Sept. 1, President Car- 
denas in a report to Congress 
placed the overdraft at 89,000,000 
pesos,. In addition, there is the 
legal overdraft—10 per cent of the 
average balance for the previous 
three years—amounting to about 
40,000,000 pesos. In addition there 
wes another 30,000,000 pesos which 
has been repaid by the Treasury to. 
the Bank of Mexico, leaving the 
total overdraft at approximately 
129,000,000 pesos. This is not re- 
garded, however, as too alarming 
since the reserve of the Bank of 
Mexico, practically all of it in gold, 
is 132,000,000 pesos. 

Lack of Wheat, Corn, Beans. 

More serious, is the lack of corn, 
wheat and beans that Mexico faces 
during the next six months. For- 
eign exchange will have to be 
found to provide these imports. It 
is estimated that up to May 1 of 
next year the country will require 
100,000 metric tons of wheat. As a 
result of oil deals the Mexican Gov- 
ernment has a barter credit with 
Germany, on which there has been 
little transfer, of nearly $1,500,000 
but no food stuffs can be obtained 
from this source. Three cargoes of 
Mexican oil were sent to Japan in 
exchange for beans. There is also 
the contract with Italy. 

Given the present set of circum- 
stances—the continuing hostility be- 
tween oil companies and Govern- 
ment—and an ever larger propor- 
tion of Mexico’s trade will be in 
the form of barter with those na- 
tions such as Germany that have 
manufactured goods to offer in ex- 
change for raw materials. That, in 
the view of those few Americans 
who have not become directly in- 
volved in this brawl, is the most 
serious aspect for the United States. 
Exports from the United States to 
Mexico fell 42 per cent, from $11, 
000,000 to $3,600,000, for the first 
seven months of 1938 as compared 
with the first seven months of 
2 All export lines were affect- 


No S'gn of Weakening. 

Up to the present moment there 
is no sign of yielding on either 
side. Cardenas is adamant. Oil 
company executives say: Give us 
back our properties or put down 
$450,000,000 cash on the barrelhead 
—which is slightly ridiculous, of 
course, because Mexico would find 
it impossible to produce $450,000,000 
in cash. The oil men will not even 
meet with Government officials to 
discuss any other terms. 

In discussing the oil controversy 
in a public address, President Car- 
denas made the shrewdest sort of 
political appeal. Look at the con- 
trast, he said; look at the way the 
foreign technicians and managers 
lived, in fine houses, with running 
water, and a swimming pool—yes, 
a swimming pool; and then look 
at the way Mexican workers 
lived, in filthy hovels hardly fit for 
animals. 

Yes, that may all be true, says 
the American business man in Mex- 
ico, but now look: who's living in 
the fine houses? It is the union 
head, the boss of the syndicato; 
the contrast is there just the same. 

What the American business man 
fails to realize is the element that 
is all-important in Mexican psy- 
chology today: both the union head, 
the boss of the syndicato, and the 
worker are Mexicans of the same 
race and the same people. 

The Fascist Approach, 

As Carleton Beals has pointed 
out in his recently published book, 
“The Coming Struggle for Latin 
America,” the approach of the 
agents of Fascism to the contem- 
porary world below our southern 
border is far more subtle.

These scandals were a gift from 
the heavens to the Republicans, and

tigation of his charges of corrup- 
tion, which included such rich po- 
litical morsels as allegations that 
the Earle administration had 
“maced”—a Pennsylvania word for 
“shaken down”—State employes for 
campaign contributions running 
from 3 to 5 per cent of their gal- 
aries; that Lawrence had made 
about $2,500,000 through his insur- 
ance companies on State insurance 
and bonding business; that McClos- 
key had been fafored with build- 
ing contracts, and that he also had 
lent Earle about $30,000. Earle ad- 
mitted the loans, explaining they 
were purely private transactions. 

So far, the Earle administration 
has prevented the grand jury from 
investigating, but the delays re- 
quired a special session of the Leg- 
islature and several appeals to the 
State Supreme Court, Whatever. the 
merits of the allegations, there is 
nd doubt that the charges and the 
delaying tactics have definitely hurt 
the Democratic chances of victory.

Situation Hasn’t Jelled. 

With paper and pencil, Demo- 
cratic and Republican spokesmen 
can each prove that their side will 
win the election. Impartial observ- 
ers, here and in Pittsburgh and 
Harrisburg, including newspaper 
political writers and business rep- 
resentatives, whose job it is to know 
the State, decline to make a fore- 
cast, explaining that the situation 
hasn't yet “jelled.”

Activity in the Principal Mar- 
kets at Low Ebb During 
the Week.

NEW YORK, Oct. 29.—-Commod- 
ity prices gave ground moderately 
this week, with activity in the prin- 
cipal markets at low ebb.

Livestock prices*showed signs of 
stability after the 10 per cent slump 
witnessed in the last four months. 
Although lambs were moderately 
lower, hogs and cattle were un- 
changed on the week. 

Industrial raw materials for the 
most part were also on the weak 
side. Losses in rubber, turpentine, 
linseed oil and lumber more than 
offset gains in bituminous coal and 
hides. The latter reached the high- 
est level since the first of the year 
as demand from shoe manufactur- 
ers showed no signs of receding.

Toward the end of 1921, at a time 
of cold, wind and snow, a wealthy 
aristocrat, Baron Eric von Rosen, 
felt an impulse to travel by air in- 
stead of train to his estate in 
Northern Sweden. He telephoned 
to the Svenska company to ask 
whether it had a pilot capable of 
the adventure. There was such a 
one, he was told—a German ace, 
flying his own well-proved war ma- 
chine. With Goering at the con- 
trols, they set off from Stockholm 
and drove through a terrific storm, 
over furious seas and snow-clad 
mountains. Only by dint of su- 
preme skill and exertion did the 
pilot finally succeed in setting his 
ship safely down near the red walls 
of Rockelstad Castle. 


Love at First Sight. 
The two men were sipping hot 
drinks and thawing before an open 
„ when Goering 


young girl, Rosen’s sister-in-law, 
Freiin Karin von Fock. Her father 
was a Swedish nobleman, Baron 
Karl von Fock. There was love at 
first sight, and the wedding oc- 
curred shortly afterward. Frau 
Goering was her husband's superior 
not only in lineage but in fortune. 
He was thenceforth relieved from 
the necessity of earning his bread. 
They decided that be required 
further education for a career. 


Thus it came that he spent the 


ferm of 1922-23 at the University 
of Munich, taking courses in his- 
tory and political economy. But he 
encountered Hitler and deserted 
the classroom for the more con- 
genial task of drilling his Storm 
Troopers, 

Wounded in Munich Putsch. 

Then came Black Friday“ Nov. 
9, 1923 — the day of the Munich 
Putsch, after which Hitler proposed 
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any Reborn,” the first columns 3 
Nazis “were shot 


Not until 1927 did an amnesty 
permit Goering to reenter Germany. 
H. returned from four years of exile 
embittered, hardened and vengefu.. 
Resuming connections with Hitler, 
who had deen in prison, Goering 
became his accredited political 
agent in all-important Berlin. For 


Dr. Goebbels for conspiracy. 
Elected to Reichstag. 
Eight National Socialists were 
elected to the Reichstag in 19238, 
and Boering was among them. He 
returned in 1 with 109 comrades. 
During 1931 he was sent to Rome 
by Hitler, not yet in power, to lay 
the foundations for a future alli- 
ance between Germany and Italy. 
He was recalled in October to his 
wife’s bedside. She was dying in 
Sweden. At this moment arrived 
a message from Hitler. For the 
first time, the Fuehrer had been 
summoned to confer Presi- 
dent Hindenburg, and wished Goer- 
ing to stand beside him. One of 
the latter’s invaluable contributions 
to National was that he 
was an officer and man of the 
world. In the eyes of the Hinden 
burgs, Papens and Schleichers, he 

was a gentleman. 

Torn with indecision, he was 
called to his wife’s room. It was 
her last wish, she said, that he obey 
Hitler’s summons. Goering depart- 
ed for Berlin, never again to see 
her alive. She left him a son, 
Thomas. Hitler paid a graceful 
tribute to her memory. Her favor- 
ite flower was the edelweiss. When 
in mufti, Goering always wore a 
sprig of “noble-white” in his hat- 
band. The Fuehrer made this Al- 
pine blossom the official flower af 
the National Socialist party. 

During the year of utmost revo- 
lutionary tension, 1932, Goering was 
chief of those who steadfastly 
urged on Hitler the policy, at the 
moment rash and dubious, of “all 
or nothing.” He vigorously sus- 
tained the Fuehrer in his refusal 
to become Vice-Chancellor in Pap- 
en’s Cabinet. The Nazis had finally 
grown the largest party in the 
Reichstag, and Goering was elected 
its president on Aug. 30. For four 
months he went sgardonically 
through the motions of what he 
believed was the farce of parlia- 
mentary procedure. Finally, on 
Jan. 30, 1933, it was his privilege 
to announce to Hitler thut Presi- 
dent Hindenburg had appointed 
him Chancellor of the Reich. On 
the same day, Goering was named 
Air Minister. 

His Rise in Power. 


Less than a month later, on Feb. 
27, occurred the Reichstag fire, 
which enemies accused Goebbels of 
conceiving and Goering of execut- 
ing. The latter denounced this 
charge as “ridiculous and gro- 
tesque.” But he availed himself of 
the occasion with instant and form- 
idable energy. By morning the So- 
cialist and Communist parties lay 
in ruins, with their newspapers sup- 
pressed and thousands of their lead- 
ers in jail.. Four months later the 
Fuehrer intrusted Goering with the 
Berlin section of the June “blood- 
bath,” during which the latter, ac- 
cording to his opponents, seized the 
chance of paying off numerous per- 
sonal scores, notably in the case of 
Gen. Kurt von Schleicher, murdered 
with his wife in their home. 
Honors now showered upon the 
former exile. In April, 1933, he 
was promoted to be General of in- 


fantry, to which later was added 


the title of Field Marshal. He was 
made Prussian Minister of the In- 
terior and chief of the state police, 
both public and political. On July 
3, 1934, he was created Reichsfores- 
ter and Head Huntsman. His ap- 
pointment on Oct. 2, 1936, to con- 
duct a plan for making the Father- 
land economically independant by 
1940, raised him to be in all but 
name the Vice-Chancellor of Ger- 
y. 9 


Reichstag, he had a special 

for himself. in the com 
Government buildings in 
Berlin. He has at his disposal an 
apartment in the Aviation Minis. 
try, a hunting castle at Schort. 
a villa near the Baltic and 
another hunting resort at Berech- 
tesgaden. When he went 80 far 
as to purchase the Hohenaschay 
estate near the Chiemsee for 3,000. 
000 marks—a price much below its 
value—Hitler felt compelled to in. 

tervene and cancel the sale. 


The princely shooting-box at 
Schorfheide, 25 miles from Berlin, 
is named Karinhall after Goering’s 
first wife, who is buried there, It 
has a Byzantine room with a foun. 
tain’ in the center, an impressive 
Viking hall, a Louis Quinze dining 
salon and a private gymnasium, 
equipped with the most modern ap- 
paratus. 

A huge compartment on the top 
floor is the Field Marshal’s play. 
room. There is an artificial moun. 
tain landscape with a toy electrical 
railroad, toy automobiles which 
speed along toy highways, and a 
toy airplane on a wire to soar over 
hill and dale. Lion cubs tumble 
about the grounds of the estate, and 
150,000 acres of the surrounding 
moor are shut off from the public, 
being constantly patrolled by the 
General’s foresters. The rooms are 
filled with hunting trophies. and 
works of art. 

“Purchases” and “Borrowings.” 

His visits are a terror to dealers, 
from whom he “purchases” an- 
tiques, paintings and tapestries 
which are paid for tardily if at 
all; and a nightmare to museums, 
which are said to hide their val. 
uable pictures when warned that 
the Air Minister is on the way. He 
honors these institutions, such as 
the Kaiser-Friedrich Museum, by 
“borrowing” their priceless treas- 
ures to hang on the walls of his 
various establishments. In his of- 
fice at the Air Ministry are por 


er Wilhelm, the Crown Prince, 
Mussolini and Baron von Richtho- 
fen. But in a separate panel is 8 
likeness of Napoleon. 


Goering revels in costly and mul 
titudinous entertainments. His 
marriage on April 10, 1935, to the 
Actress Emmy Sonnemann, known 
as the best-dressed woman in Ger- 
many, was held at the Prussias 


State Theater, and was an event 


of which a Roman Emperor need 
not have been ashamed. In the tra- 
dition of Louis XIV was a garden 
party held by the Goerings in the 
park of the Air Ministry during 
the 1936 Olympic Games. They give 
a ball each February at the State 
Opera House; it is the nearest ap- 
proach to a court function that Ger- 
many knows. The General and his 
wife receive in the former imperial 
box, and members of the Hohen- 
zollern family are grateful to be in- 
vited. 


A Danish editor, Dr. Boeje Ben 
zon, who attended a luncheon at 
Karinhall, relates that the guests 
entered through a vestibule adorned 
with Roman sarcophagi and ex- 
quisite paintings by Lucas Cranach, 
There was a great hall which ran 
the entire length of the castle. Be- 
hind each chair in the dining room

Goering’s legion of uniforms and 
costumes is proverbial.“ Many of 
them he designs himself, with strik- 
ing originality. He has been seen 
in a black silk double-breasted 
smoking jacket with facings of 
pink silk and a bow tie of the 
same color; the trousers were of 
bright blue serge. He wears also 
a white tunie with gold facings, 
dove-gray riding breeches and pat 
ent leather boots. 

His masterpiece is the raiment he 
devised for himself as Head Hunts 
man of the Reich. It consists of 
green suede boots, the front parts 
of which reach above the knees; 4 
dark green, sleeveless leather jack- 


contributed by an elk Goering him- 
self shot; beige-colored suede riding 
breeches, a white shirt with wide 
collar, and a Scots tartan tie held 
in place by an enormous gold pin. 
From a gold embroidered belt hangs 
a gold hunting knife in a gold 
sheath.
